MATCHLESS MAN FROM MAINE, 


Wildly Cheered Whenever 
Mentioned. 


President Also Complimented 
With Applause. 


New Yerk ‘Republicans 
By Associated Press.) 


Rocuester, Sept. 9.—At noon Gen- 
eral Knapp, Chairman of the State 
Committee, cailed the Republican 
State Convention to order. He spoke 
briefly and his reference to the 
**Matchless man from Maine’’ was re- 
ceived with terrific and prolonged ap- 
plause. W. W. Goodrich was then 
chosen temporary Chairman. On tak- 
ing the chair he made an address. 

Goodrich pointed with pride to the 
record of the Republican party since 
its foundation and said four years of 
Democratic rule convinced the people 
of the duty of recalling the partial 
power conferred upon a party which 
has been on the wrong side ever since 
the days when it championed the ex- 
tension of human slavery into the free 
territory of the northwest. At the 
last election, however, it again ob- 
tained a majority of the lower House 
of Congress. This was accomplished 
by a campaign of colossal lying and 
deception. He pointed with pride to 
the pure, sagacious and conservative 
administration of President Harrison ; 
to the growing commerce of the coun- 
try under reciprocity with our Ameri- 
can neighbors, induced by the match- 
less foresight of Secretary Blaine, and 
toanavy already ranking with those 
of other great maritime powers of the 
world. 

The speaker reviewed the tariff 
question at great length and spoke in 
high praise of the Mc-Kinley bill. 
Upon the subject of silver he said: 
“*An honest dollar for an honest debt. 
We applaud the courageous utterances 
of President Harrison in his recent 
apeech at Albany. This is to be a 
campaign of education and not of de- 
ception. The Republican party never 
fears investigation of its practices. | 
The Democratic party, like a lizard, 
changes color according to its environs. 
At the South it stands for prohibition, 
in the north for free ram; on the Pa- 
cific Coast and mountains it demands 
the free coinage of silver; in the Ohio 
convention it adopted a free coinage 
plank by a bare majority and placed a 
hard money man upon it, and at the 
East it demands gold and silver coin- 
age on an equal basis. We sorrow- 
fully behold the Governor of this State 
as he stands like a modern Colossus, 
with one foot in the executive cham- 
ber at Albany and the other in the 
Senate chamber at Washington, his 
hands grasping the lever of the Demo- 
cratic machine, which he controls by 
filling public offices with his subser- 
vient tools, his eyes greedily fixed on 
the Presidential chair, in which he 
will never sit; paridering with the 
liquor interest, playing with the ques- 
tion of honest money, cheating labor- 
ing men by defeating for years the 
Australian ballot system; obstructing 
the entire legislation of the State to 
prevent investigation of his partisan 
water rates in the canal,ado rising to no 
higher level than a ward politician. 
Verily the conring contest is that of 
Hillism grafted on to Tammanyism 
against the political conscience of the 
voters of the commonwealth, and on 
such an issue we shall suffer no de- 
feat.’’ 

When reference was made by Good- 
rich to President Harrison and Secre- 
tary Blaine in connection with the re- 
cent reciprocity measures, there was a 
hearty cheering about evenly divided 
between the two. The ushal commit- 
tees were appointed and a recess taken 
until4 o’clock this afternoon. It is 
betieved the couvention will finish to- 
day. There will be a bitter contest 
over the nomination for the head of 
the ticket. 

In General Knapp’s address he said 
success this year meant success next 
year, whether the party was led by the 
soldier and staceeman now occupying 
the executive chair (applause) or by 
that'matchless man from Maine.

in the death of Judge Lorenzo 
Sawyer,an account of which ap- 
peared in the GAZETTe’s tele- 
graphic columes last night, the 
bench and bar sustained au almost 
irreparable loss. Judge Sawyer 
practiced law in partnership with 

E. F. W. Eliisin Nevada City and 

also with Stanton Buckner. In 

1853 he again removed to San Fran- 

cisco an: he has resided there ever 

since. He was appointed City 

Attorney soon after he arrived 

there. Iuring his term of office 

no judgment was obtained against 
the city, and of those which were 
obtained in favor of the city only 
one was reversed on appeal. In 

1855 he was defcated in the State 

Convention for the nomination of 

Supreme Judge by six votes. He 

formed a law ryartnership with 

Charles H. S. Williams in the 

Spring of 1861, and this continued 

until he was appointed Judge of 

the Twelfth Disrtrict Court by 

Governor Stanford in May, 1862. 

The District embraced San Fran- 

cisco and San Mateo counties. In 

1863 he was elected a Justice of 
the Supreme Court of the State on 
the Republican ticket, and he drew 
the middle term, for six years. 
The last two years of his term he 
acted as Chief Justice. He was 
appointed Judge of the United 
States Circuit Court of the ninth 
circuit by President Graut in 1860. 
During his long term of upward of 
thirty years on the Bench in this 
State many cases of much im- 
portance was «decided by him. 
Among onc of the more famous of 
these was that of Tiburcio Parrott 
on habeas corpus. He was an in- 
defatigable and careful worker. 
He was in chambers early in the 
morning, sometimes as early as 
7:30 o’clock, often remaining until 
5 p.m. He was also to be found at 
his office on Sundays studying up 
his cases. He was in court 
promptly at the time for assem- 
bling. He allowed little time for 
his lunch. He was hard at work 
atalltimes. It is related that he 
has been known to work three 
months, locked in his chamber, 
over a single decision. There are 
many instances of his conscientious 
dovotion to work which are 
quoted by those who eame in con- 
tact with him in connection with 
the court, 

He was prominently identified 
with the Masonic order in Califor- 
nia, of which he was the Grand 
Orator in 1879. He made many 
public addresses. Among those

Then I land 
case alter case of plums, and there 
are thousands of bushels on the trees 
now breaking them down. Apricots 
I ship in also and this Territory is yel- 
low with them. I sella mountain of 
canned peaches and see hogsheads of 
them in the country going to waste. 
This is in the line of fruit. Now I 
send in canned meats of all kinds. 
Your Utah stockmen raises a beef, 
ships it to Chicago or Omaha, pays 
the freight there and, after a butcher 
has drawn bis salary for killing it, a 
broker has been paid a commission 
fur selling it, afactory man for can- 
ning it, the Utah man pays freight 
back bere upon it, gives a retail dealer 
and a wholesale man a profit and 
smacks his lips over what might just 
as well haye been put up here.

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DIAMONDS IN THE AIR. 


Something Unheard of Before and 
Not Believed Now. 

Of all the curiosities which the wise 
men of the Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science brought to 
Waghington for exhibition to) their 
fellows, the most extraordinary was a 
meteorite with diamonds init. Sach 
a thing had never been seen or heard 
of before ; in fact, it was the only spec- 
imen of the kind thus far discovered 
in the world. The diamonds were lit- 
tle ones, but what they signified was 
big. The meteorite in question was 


one of many found recently in Ari- 
zona, near the Canyon Diablo. It was 
supposed by the discoverers that they 
had hit upon an iron mine of | enor- 
mous value, but investigation proved 
that the great chunks of metal picked 
up had been shot out of the realms of 
space. The place whence they were 
obtained is known as the ‘‘Crater,’’ 
because it looks like one, being a cir- 
cuiar hollow 100 feet in depth, three- 
quarters of a mile wide and surrounded 
by a wallof rock so steep that the 
bottom is strewn with the skeletons 
of apimals which have got in and been 
undbie to climb out again. Never- 
theless, it is not of volcanic origin, as 
is proved with certainty by the fact 
that there is no lava, obsidian—volca- 
nic glass—or othér volcanic prodact 
in the neighborhood. What was it 
then that made the crater? Geolo- 
gists say thatit was formed by the 
impact of a single gigantic meteor, 
which at some time in the past étrack 
the earth and buried itself out of sight, 
leaving a hole which has since 
come partly filled up, surrounded by 
a wall of rock that was forced out of 
place. Imagine what a big one it 
must have been to leave a cavily 
three-fourths of a mile in width where 
it hit this planet. The huge mass of 
iron of which it was composed is there 
yet of course.

SUGAR FACTORY STARTING. 


Seme Points on the Practical Op- 
erations of a Beet Sugar Fac- 
tery 

The season’s work at Spreckel’s Su- 
garie, or beet-sugar factory, at Wat- 
sonville, will begin next week. Al- 
ready preparations have been made 


for starting up the big machines that 
by their skillful manipulation and ad- 
justment cut and crush the beets and 
send forth the saccharine juices that 
become crude sugar. When every- 
thing is in working order 139 men are 
on the factory pay-roll. Most of the 
skilled labor goes from San Francisco, 
although few, if any, men from the 
refinery. Reports that reach the 
main office indicate that all beets are 
looking well and the signs are good 
for a successful and profitable season. 
The Government bounty of two cents 
a pound relieves all doubt as to the 
financial success of the product. The 
acreage is not so large as last year, 
and the output will, therefore, be less. 
Last season about 2,200 tons of crude 
sugar were turned out, There were 
over 3,000 acres in beets. This season 
the Moro Cojo ranch, owned by the 
Spreckels, has 1,200 acres in beets, 
and farmers outside, ali told, have not 
over 1,000 acres.
